A Defense of Specifications That Make the Engineer a 
Judge of Costs. 


Sir: Either I was very much at fault in the wording of 
my article on Overhaul and Clearing Clauses in Speci- 
fications in your issue of April 7, or your correspondent 
in your Construction News Supplement of May 19, Mr. B. 
H. Beckler, did not read carefully the article which he 
criticises. Mr. Beckler, like a boy at church, has had 
his attention withdrawn from the main thought to the 
details of the illustration. The clauses quoted by Mr. 
Beckler were to illustrate how a specification for a con- 
tract let “in some particular manner which is not the 
wholly uniform custom’ might be worded s0 as to re- 
move all possibility of ambiguity and misunderstanding. 
It was distinctly stated that it was not offered ‘‘as re- 
moving all difficulty in a vexing minor subject in rail- 
road construction.”” This specification probably would not 
do for a hundred-mile extension in average variable coun- 
try. But suppose the line to be constructed is 30 miles 
long, branching out from a well-settled country in a val- 
ley into a country more and more sparsely settled till the 
last ten miles lie in broken country in the virgin forest. 
Mining property is to be developed at the end of the line, 
and at the time of the letting of the contract no one 
knows just how much clearing will be required. The first 
ten miles will be in country mostly open, with occasional 
strips of orchards and light woodlands. The second ten 
miles will have open fields, old fields covered with second 
growth thickets, strips of the original forest untouched, 
and some from which all the heavy timber has been re- 
moved. In such a case the clause works well with an en- 
gineer in charge who is a judge of costs, and who takes 
responsible charge of his work and looks after it. 

The “station” as a unit of measurement for clearing is 
objectionable for the reason that on new roads the clear- 
ing is usually dene by the natives, farmers, or, as they 
are called in the west and south, the ‘‘sedgers,’’ who are 
not familiar with this unit. Regular grading forces do nof 
take kindly to clearing right of way. They often desert 
a contractor who sets them at this work. The educated 
engineer ig more competent to handle double sets of units 
than such men are to learn the use of a new unit, and he 
ought to render his account of the work in units that the 
laborers are accustomed to, acres in this case, just as he 
gives his bridge and masonry measurements to the work- 
men in feet, inches and fractional parts of inches. 

In Murphy's Valley, Alabama, on the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad, the sedgers who cleared the right of way 
under a subcontract were so distrustful of the 100-ft. 
steel tape that they checked up the measurement of their 
own work with a wild grape vine graduated in rods. 

An engineer in responsible charge of extensive railroad 
work in a new country, under-existing conditions in con- 
struction, must be, if he would be fair, and indeed if he 
would succeed, “ta judge of costs.” The editor and Mr. 
Beckler would make the engineer after the contract is 
signed @ mere machine without discretionary power. If 
the contractor has made a great error in. judgment and 
has taken the work at a price far below that at which it 
can be executed, it must be no affair of his—he is no judge 


of costs. The contractor must execute, and he will lay 
out and measure up as per the specifications, and then 
his responsibility ceases. 

The railroads of our country have not been built by 
such machines. They have been built by men who were 
judges of costs, and who looked upon a contract as the 
courts do, as a legal expression of the intention of the 
parties in interest, and not as a set of rules as unchange- 
able as the laws of the Medes and Persians, under which 
the work must be carried out, no matter whether the 
rules work well or otherwise. 

In order to reimburse an honest, efficient contractor for 
what his work actually costs and allow a reasonable 
margin of profit, an engineer has been frequently justified 
in classifying what was really riprap under the specifica- 
tions as dry waH masonry, what was really earth under 
the specifications as loose rock, or what was really loose 
rock as solid rock. 

From the theory standpoint, this is not the best way 
of meeting such an emergency, but, like certain methods 
of taxation which theoretically are not the best, it is the 
method which in many cases has secured the best results. 

On the construction of the Red Gap Branch of the 
Louisville & Nashville at Birmingham in 1889, Captain 
R. L. Cobb was chief engineer and I was engineer of con- 
struction under him. On some three miles of heavy work 
on the east side of Red Mountain a clean flinty chert was 
encountered which lay in angular fragments no bigger 
than a man’s fist, but which in places was so interlocked 
that it could not be plowed nor picked. In drilling the 
material would cave into the holes, and oftentimes choke 
a drill so as to make it cheaper to abandon hole and drill 
than to extricate the drill. Though under the specifica- 
tions this material was plainly earth, I classified the worst 
of it as solid rock and the remainder as loose rock, and 
the chief engineer approved. If the engineer in 
this case had not undertaken to be a judge of 
costs the work would have been abandoned, with 
all the delay and expense attendant upon a change 
of contractors and a reletting of the work. Be- 
sides, an honest contractor who had done good work for 
the road on other work, who had an efficient force and 
outfit organized on the work, and who finally finished 
up the work on time and in a creditable manner, would 
have been financially ruined. 

Almost every successful construction railroad engineer 
of experience can give instances where in order to keep 
his work moving he has had to be a judge of costs. It 
needs to be said, however, that a young engineer should 
never attempt to do this unless he is absolutely sure that 
the conditions justify his action, and even then not until 
he has advised his superiors of his intended action by 
methods which will insure he be not suspectéd of mer- 
cenary motives. 

Of course all this is a good argument in favor of having 
specifications written with such care that they may fit all 
cases that may arise, or of letting the work at lump sum 
prices, or, for costs and an added percentage, to respon- 
sible contracting firms, such as Mr. Beckler represents. 

But a set of specifications has not yet been compiled 
for railroad construction that will fit all cases that do 
arise, or that do not call for skill and judgment in their 
interpretation. 

In either of the latter methods’ of contracting work, 
though generally satisfactory if the road can.afford it, 
the cost will generally be more than when let on unit 
prices, which afford only a reasonable margin of profit on 
the cost of every item. In doing the work for a lump 
sum price the contractor will protect himself from emer- 
gencies by exacting larger profits; and on the cost and 
percentage basis every item of expense will usually be 
exaggerated through the same moral weakness as induces 
the average railway employee to stop at a higher-priced 
hotel when the company pays the expense. 

In case the company does let extensive construction 
work to a strong and responsibie contracting firm, such as 
Mr. Beckler’s, at such prices as will enabie the company’s 
engineer to have the work done in the automatic manner 
which only requires him to lay out and measure up a3 
per the specifications, then the engineer who is a judge of 
costs, and who is really in responsible charge of the work, 
has his name on the contractor’s pay roll instead of on 
that of the railway company. W. D. Taylor.

The True Reason Why Railroad Specifications Often Do 
Not Specify. 

Commenting upon a letter by Prof. W. D. Tay- 
lor, elsewhere in this issue, we concede that our 
correspondent is not far from the truth when he 
says: 


But a set of specifications has not yet been compiled for 
railroad construction that will fit all cases that do arise, 


or that do not call for skill and judgment in their inter- 
pretation. 

It is, however, a long cry from the truth to in- 
fer that no such specifications can be drawn, or 
that the aim of the engineer should not be to 
draw specifications in which judgment in their in- 
terpretation is reduced to a minimum. Let us get 
right to the heart of the whole matter. Why are 
railroad specifications so drawn that they seldom 
fit the work when construction begins? Our cor- 
respondent evidently has had sufficient experi- 
ence to be able to answer this question. There 
can be only one reply, namely, that enough time, 
money and brains are not ordinarily put into the 
study of local conditions before drawing the 
specifications. As a rule, the brains are available, 
but the time and money are not. That, in a word, 
is the cause of practically all the poor specifica- 
tions drawn for railway work. The engineer is 
given only enough funds for the survey to enable 
him to run over the surface of the ground and 
study just two classes of problems, namely, grades 
and curvature. How often are test pits or bor- 
ings made along the located line for the purposs. 
of drawing a reliable specification for excavation? 
How often are the sites of bridges examined in a 
similar manner? How often are the location of 
sand pits and of quarries looked into with half 
the care that a wide-awake contractor gives to 
such matters? How often is the local stone 
studied so as to draw specifications to fit the, 
stone, instead of relying upon making the stone 
fit the specifications? How often, in a word, is 
the engineer given sufficient money with which to 
study local conditions along the line in a manner 
that will guide him in making a specification that 
will specify? Judged by our correspondent’s 
statements, never! The trouble, then, lies not in 
our theory that specifications should specify, but 
with the fact that engineers are not in poseession 
of sufficient knowledge of local conditions to en- 
able them to draw such specifications. In making 
this statement, we desire to be distinctly under- 
stood not as condemning engineers, but as con- 
demning a system for which, it is true, engineers 
are partly responsible. It is the old, old system of 
working day and night to get a line on the ground 
and an estimate of quantities and costs upon 
which the directors of the road can act. This 
system of foolishly rushing surveys that bonds 
may be sold, is at the bottom of these specifica- 
tions which, as our correspondent concedes, do not 
specify. Has the time not come for engineers to 
take a rational stand against such methods? And 
is if not folly to defend such a system with the 
argument of expediency? 

The writer has had to do exactly what he here 
condemns, but he has always rebelled against it. 
He writes in no “better-than thou” tone, but he 
does believe in calling a foolish practice foolish 
even though he has had to practice such foolish- 
ness. One engineer cannot stand alone and ac- 
complish a reform, which doubtless accounts for 
previous inaction and submission. But if a suf- 
ficient number of engineers can be found to con- 
demn any practice as being uneconomic, then that 
practice is doomed. 

Specifications that do not specify are concededly 
not economic, for they foster favoritiem and as a 
consequence restrict competition. They also lead 
contractors to bid unreasonably low, acting under 
the expectation of receiving recompense from en- 
gineers who fear to delay the work by ruining the 
contractor. We can sympathize with our cor- 
respondent’s desire to help an‘honest and con- 
scientious contractor, but we have always re- 
garded such action as false economy, common as 
it is. Perhaps it is the inevitable corollary of the 
system that we here condemn—the haste-makes- 
waste system of surveying. We shali not argue 
that point. What we do wish to emphasize is the 
fallacy of the reasoning that has permitted a per- 
nicious system to exist, carrying in its train 
wastefulness and extravagance. For it is waste- 
ful and extravagant to save a few dollars 
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that should have been spent in studying local con- 
ditions, and then pay for this false saving a hun- 
dred fold by specifications that do not specify. 

Let us take just one example, the one cited by 
our correspondent. The contractor bid a price 
upon a material that under the specifications was 
“earth,” but in fact was as hard to excavate ag 
solid rock. Obviously neither our correspondent 
nor the contractor expected to find such material; 
for in the one case the specifications would have 
been-different (that is, right), and in the other 
case the price bid would have been different (that 
is, profitable). The cause of the poor especifica- 
tion, the cause of the absurdly low price, and the 
cause of the unexpectedly increased cost to the 
company are all to be found in the surface 
scratching, miscalled surveying. A survey for 
work involving excavation is a misnomer unless 
the survey goes below the grass roots. Again, we 
repeat, our attack is not upon individuals but 
upon a 6ystem that has lived too long. 

What are we going to do about it? Shall we 
continue worshipping what is, because it always 
has been? Shall we condemn specifications that 
specify by excusing those that do not? Shall we 
ridicule the “automatic manner” in which clear 
specifications operate? It seems to us wiser not 
to defend a system that has served to make engi- 
neer’s estimates of cost, a by-word among busi- 
ness men; but rather to expend our efforts in 
making it clear to these business men that they 
themselves are largely at fault for such under- 
estimates. Let the effort be made to secure the 
money necessary to make a sub-surface as well as 
a surface examination of the proposed railroad 
line, by insisting that thus only is true economy 
in location and construction attainable. If in a 
thorough manner every local condition is studied, 
there will soon be an end of the railery at the lack 
of knowledge of costs shown by engineers, and an 
end also of specifications that breed favoritism or 
law suits by failure to specify.

OBITUARY. 


Franklin Dwight Miller died at his home in West 
Springfield, Mass., May 31. In his early years he was a 
civil engineer. 


Adolph Jessen, a civil engineer of Salt Lake City, Utah, 
and Hugh Alfred, his assistant, were killed at Bingham, 
Utah, May 26. They were surveying a placer claim and 
the surveyor'’s chain came in contact with an electric wire 
carrying 5,000 volts.

Mifflin B. Bell, architect, died June 1 at his residence 
in Chicago. He was born in Chester County, Pa., and 
came to Illinois in his youth. When 26 years old he be- 
came superintendent of construction of the state capitol, 
and later was architect of the state capitol of Iowa. Be- 
fore the latter building was completed Mr. Bell was ap- 
pointed Supervising Architect for the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington. He served under Presidents Ar- 
thur and Cleveland until 1887, when he removed to Chi- 
cago. 


George Richmond, Consulting Engineer and head of the 
sales department of the De La Vergne Refrigerating Ma- 
chine Co., was found dead in his private office in the Carr 
Building, 138th St. and Third Ave., New York, June 4.
